EXEMPTIOX  ACTS. 


In  answer  to  the  many  inquiries  in  relation  to  personal  exemp¬ 
tions,  we  would  refer  all  such  to  the  tenth  division  of  Section  5,  of 
Chapter  11,  of  the  Public  Statutes,  which  is  as  follows: 

“  d'he  property  to  the  amount  of  five  hundred  dollars  of  a  widow 
or  unmarried  woman  above  the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  of  any  per¬ 
son  above  the  age  of  seventy-five  years,  and  of  any  minor  whose 
father  is  deceased  ;  provided,  that  the  whole  estate,  real  and  per¬ 
sonal,  of  such  person  does  not  exceed  in  value  the  sum  of  one 
thousand  dollars,  exclusive  of  property  otherwise  exempted  under 
the  provisions  of  this  section,  and  provided  further,  that  no  property 
shall  be  so  exempted  which,  in  the  judgment  of  the  assessors,  has 
been  conveyed  to  such  person  for  the  purpose  of  evading  taxation.’’ 

The  Legislature  of  1894  has  passed  an  act  exempting  from  tax¬ 
ation  fowls  to  the  amount  of  fifteen  dollars.  Also  an  act  to  lessen 
the  burden  of  taxation  upon  certain  disabled  soldiers  and  sailors  ; 
which  is  as  follows  ; 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in  Gen¬ 
eral  Court  assembled^  and  by  the  aicthority  of  the  sanie^  as  foUoivs  : 

Section  i.  The  property,  to  the  amount  of  two  thousand  dol¬ 
lars,  of  every  soldier  or  sailor  who  served  in  the  army  or  navy  of  the 
United  States  in  the  war  of  the  rebellion,  and  was  honorably  dis¬ 
charged  therefrom,  and  who  was  disabled  in  such  service  by  the  loss 
of  a  hand,  arm,  foot  or  leg,  shall  be  exempt  from  taxation  to  the 
amount  of  said  sum  on  the  property  owned  in  the  city  or  town  in 
which  he  resides,  and  who  has  lost  the  use  of  a  hand,  arm,  foot  or 
leg  by  reason  of  disabilities  incurred  in  said  service  or  otherwise. 

Section  2.  This  act  shall  take  elfect  upon  its  passage. — Ap¬ 
proved  April  27,  1894.
